Need For Regulation 
In Industry Stressed 



Sir Arlhiir Salter Speaks Ou Mcoliauixalion Before 
Liirge Audience — ^Urges Development of Qualities 
of Leader.ship and Organization in Government 
and Industry. 

OTRESSING the advi.sability of a change in the emphasis 
of eo"!'- ■ r ion, from scientific research tb a devel- 
opment of the qualities of leadei'ship and organization in gov- 
ernment and industiy, Sir Arthur Salter, British economist 
and lectui-er under the Massey foundation at McGill tihis 
year, .spoke before an audience that filled Windsor Hall on 
Tuesday evening. . 

Introduced by Sir Arthur Currio, who paid tribute to the generosity 
of the late Hart Ma.ssey, the speaker whose subject was "Mechanization 
and its Effect on Society," Ijegan by giving a diagnosis of the situation 
In the worl^ today. Man, ho said, has advanced farther in the last cen- 
turj' and a half, tlian in any period of that length before. He has har- 
nessed natural power, he has means 
of communication, and he has ma- 
chines, sufficient to support a pop- 
ulation much larger than ours, at a 
much higher standard. ' 

Regnlation Needed 

But In addition to the making Of 
these machines, etc., we must also 
learn to control them, in the best 

itcrests of mankind. "Knowledge 
Cometh, but wisdom lingers," quoted 
the speaker. We have advanced far 
in mechanical invention, but we 
must now learn to use what we 
have, before going any further. 

The problem in our period is that 
the system we have been using, the 
competitive system, relying on the 
principle of supply and demand, is 
now not as adaptable to changing 
conditinns as it used to bo.

Ther3 are, the speaKer suggested, 
three methods of adjusting produc- 
tion to consumption. The first is a 
délibéra ts planning of -production, 
as in Russia. This Sir Ai-thur would 
not advocate. Secondly, there is 
the automatic compétitive system, 
which we have found to be incap- 
able of providing a solution to the 
problem any Iw^Tj^^irdly, and 
this method was 'advocated by the 
speaker, we can develop institutions 
which would afford control of all 
activities, in order to take care that 
they do not react harmfully on one 
'.nothcr. 

Self -Government In Industry 

What is needed, he said, is self- 
goverjiment in Industry, linked up 
to but not dh-ectcd by state control. 
This control from inside would rem- 
dy the faults of the system, while 
at the same time leaving plenty of 
room for Individual liberty and 
judgment. , 

Our problem is tliat man's ability 
to control and to regulate, has lag- 
ged behind his ability to make, arid 
so, the speaker suggested, we shouid 
change the centre of gravity in our 
educational system, from an empha- 
sis on scientific research, to the 
creation in the student of the reali- 
zation that, ^le cohductingf bis 
own ^business, he must • also, take 
part in the general contrrt of tadus^

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The Tabloid 
Makes Its Bow 

rlâ''mârks the first appearance of the 
McGill Daily in reduced size. True 
ènough, during the past few years the Mon- 
grel Dailies that have been presented to the 
student body have been in tabloid: form, but 
that was only by way of variation; Today, 
after retaining the same fom for 22 years, a 
change has been made. 

Various reasons have urged us to reduce 
the size of the Daily. Primarily the cause 
for the change has been one of economy. Dur- 
ing the past year the Daily has suffered fin- 
ancial losses, due to lack of advertising, so 
that it has become necessary to attempt 
some means of reducing expenditure. 

One of the steps taken this year was to 
stop publication every Saturday. This issue 
. is printed by way of experiment only, and it 
is hoped that next year the Daily will appear 
regularly, including Saturdays, in tabloid 
size. 

A number of students have been appalled 
by the idea that the Daily is changing to tab- 
loid. Many of them have been labouring un- 
der the delusion that byj: this rchahge the 
Daily wDl become "sensational,"* inuchilike 
some of the "taWoids" across the*l»itler. 
Our readers are assured that this reduction 
in size does not mean an alteration in any of 
the Daily's policies with regard to news. The 
same systems of covering assignments and 
reporting will exist next year as has been 
the case in the past. 

Wbfle it is the purpose of the Daily to 
present news of interest to McGill students, 
it has. yet another aim; namely to instinct 
students who are interested in reportorial 
work in the rudiments and essentials of jour- 
b&li^Eh. It is our tqpiniba that with! the ré- 
duction in size the Daily will offer more to 
its reporters. While the layman may not

Bright Rays Shine Through 
Dark Clouds 

ITHIN thé past two days, McGill has 
been singularly fortunate in the op- 
portunities afforded its students and friends 
to hear authorities on various subjects speak 
under its auspices. On Tuesday evening Sir 
Arthur Salter, world-famous economist spoke 
under the auspices of the Massey Founda- 
tion' at Windsor Hall on "Mechanization 
and its Effects on the World"; and last 
night Professor Reginald Coupland, Vice- 
Professor of Colonial History at Oxford 
University, spoke in Moyse Hall on "Ire- 
land and England". • 

The art of oratory is older than civili- 
zation, as old perhaps as the acquisition of 
speech, but seldom is an audience so swept 
by a flow of eloquence as that which as- 
sembled in Moyse Hall last night. It is a 
tribute to Professor Coupland that he could 
treat the Irish Problem, a subject of such 
great and prolonged controversy, with ut- 
ter impartiality and fairness, and at the 
same time move the deepest émotions of his 
listeners.. ■ . , 

Professor Coupland is to be congratu- 
lated on the admirable character sketches 
of Cosgrave and De Valera which he pres- 
ented. In a few words, which lacked any 
display of the personal element, he drew 
for his audience a i)icture of these two great 
Irishmen, so diametrically opposed to one 
another,' that will always remain with them. 

But the keynote , of the lecture lay in 
boundless faith which he has in the British 
commonwealth of nations, a- hope of com- 
plete" unanimity in air political arid social 
affairs. That this faith was imparted to 
his listeners was evidenced by the ovation 
he received, and if only for this reason, to 
instil a spirit of optimism in our people, 
'Professor Coiipland's visit here has been 
a' successful and beneficial one. 

Sir ■ Arthur Salter's speech on Tues- 
day night should also do much to restore 
the optimism which is so lacking, in' the 
world nowadays. Many people have tried 
to point out that man has, in thé invention 
of machines, created for himself a veritable 
Frankenstein, which is now "turning upon 
us, and which threatens to destroy its 
makers. Sir Arthur pointed out that the 
reverse is really nearer thé truth. Just as 
fire, when ;<»ntrolled;;* <is\;-o^^ 
to mankind^ and ' wheh unfe^^ll^is one 
of -its greatest .dangers,' 'si^|||^8 with
